'Webale' Means Thank You

In the winter of 2018, Ari Uhlin of Mattapoisett 
was casting about trying to decide what service project her 
family might take on for the holiday season. The Uhlins had 
already done all the common, traditional ways to give, but 
this year Ari wanted to do something different. 

One day, Uhlin was speaking to her friend, Megan 
McMurrin, an employee of the U.S. State Department, 
living near an impoverished area known as Kansanga 
within the city of Kampala, Uganda. McMurrin spoke of the 
tremendous need the Ugandan children have for books - 
there simply weren't any at their school or in their homes. 

McMurrin told Uhlin she hoped to find a way to 
give the students of the Kansanga Parents Primary School a 
library. And while that seed of an idea was trying to find its 
roots, another seed was planted. Uhlin started wondering 
if maybe Mattapoisett families would be willing to donate 
books to the Ugandan children. 

"I thought, what if we could give each child 
one book - a book they could own," Uhlin said. As the 
two friends said goodbye, neither of them could have 
anticipated what was to come. 

McMurrin had told Uhlin that there were about 270 
children ranging from kindergarten-age to seventh grade 
attending the Kansanga Parent Primary School, and the 
school is funded solely by the tuitions paid by the families 
whose children attend the school. If a parent cannot pay the 
fees, the child is not permitted to attend the school. 

Over those days following that conversation, 

Uhlin's idea persisted - what if her family could give each 
child one book to take home, to own? 

Uhlin is by nature a self-proclaimed "behind-the- 
scene" person; however, this time, she was able to set aside

As the Uhlins grappled with the logistics 
involved with such a large inventory of printed materials 
- not to mention the realities of shipping heavy cartons 
across the globe - McMurrin and Uhlin remained 
sensitive regarding the message they were sending these 
American students. 

"We didn't want them to feel pity for the kids in 
Uganda," Uhlin said; rather, they wanted the message be 
one of friendship and sharing versus the less poignant 
"giving to the poor." 

To solve this issue, McMurrin started planning a 
PowerPoint presentation to include a short video of the 
students enjoying the donated books they would soon 
receive from Mattapoisett. 

The process of preparing the books for shipment 
took on an industrial effort as Kai and his little sister, 
Kirra, examined each book to ensure it was in good 
condition. When asked if she found any books that could 
not be used, Kirra shouted with joy, "Hardly any!" The 
effort became almost Herculean. The Uhlins shipped eight 
boxes chock full of books, postage-paid from money OHS 
rounded up from a small fundraiser held at the school. 
Shipping just one single carton ranged from $25 to $30; 
the postage for an additional four cartons was courtesy of 
the Uhlins. 

The first boxes shipped also contained letters 
from the Mattapoisett students who also made pipe 
cleaner figures, which they modeled after wire figures 
they had seen made by the Ugandan kids. 

After receiving the cartons, McMurrin followed- 
up with the presentation and video she created for the 
students back in Mattapoisett. She captured images of the 
Ugandan students during a regular school day as they 
studied English, the primary language used in the school. 
The video showed the children reciting their lessons, 
doing chores before schools, and also just being kids at 
play. 

Uhlin said that although English is the primary 
language taught and spoken in the classroom, local 
culture is not set aside. In the video, the children are seen 
in local traditional dress performing traditional songs and

"The children are happy," Uhlin said, in spite of 
not possessing what the average Mattapoisett student 
would consider essential material goods. 

In the video screened in Kai's classroom, the 
Ugandan students are shown translating simple terms 
such as "hello", "goodbye", and "thank you" from 
their native language to English. They also asked the 
Mattapoisett kids questions like, "What is your climate 
like?" and "What kind of foods do you eat?" - questions 
to be answered when the 
Mattapoisett students 
write back. 

In a follow¬ 
up e-mail, McMurrin 
wrote of the amazing 
contribution the 
Mattapoisett families 
made that resulted in 
global outreach. 

"I was amazed 
and thankful for the 

support of the school," McMurrin wrote. "These children 
would have had absolutely no access to books like these 
throughout their entire education and beyond." 

McMurrin continued, adding that it was a unique 
opportunity for the Ugandan students to be exposed to 
such a variety of children's literature. 

"Each school child was able to take a book home. 
... [F]or most of them, it will be the first and most likely 
only book in their household." 

"It was way better than I ever anticipated," said 
Uhlin reflecting of the project. 

After the challenges Uhlin faced in shipping the 
remaining cartons to Uganda, McMurrin then faced the 
even larger challenge of trying to build a structure that 
can act as a secure location for the remaining books to be 
shipped - a little library.

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The Familiar Unfamiliar Face of Jamele Adams

Jamele Adams' face is as familiar to Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High as it is unfamiliar. The poet, activist, 
and dean of students at Brandeis University is no stranger 
to ORRJHS, as Principal Kevin Brigioli often invites the 
speaker to the school to engage the seventh and eighth 
grade in an exchange their regular everyday education 
simply cannot provide. 

When Jamele Adams says something, he says it 
like he means it. And when he stands before the young 
faces lining the rows of the ORRJHS auditorium and his 
words reach their ears - words as hard as steel forged 
into a context that Adams wields like a poetic sword 
that stabs at the very heart of the Zeitgeist - the knots 
of any preformed presuppositions that tie up the mind 
start to loosen with the unfolding of Adams' unrelenting 
message. 

In a flash, the first poem left the chamber with 
a 'boom!' that unleashed an unrelenting hail of words 
targeting racial ramparts and busting down barricades of 
beliefs with unprejudiced precision. 

"Hey there, black boy..." the poet called out the 
way he has done before during the prior visits to the 
school. 

Brigioli asked Adams to return to ORRJHS 
on March 18 to say a few words to this community of 
students in a way they've probably never heard them put

before because, in the Tri-Town, this stuff never happens.

More words: Humanity - Equity - Equality - 
Diversity - "Caring about each other. There are folks who 
don't think that's possible. Are they correct?" 

"No!" they call back to Adams. 

"You all care more than any other generation 
before your age, and yours is a legacy that will feed a 
legacy of activism that will follow you." 

Adams is indeed invoking the new generation 
of activists and its entirely new efforts of collaboration 
against the things that plague them like gun violence and 
outdated attitudes towards LGBTQ rights and the Black 
Lives Matter movement. 

"Turn to your neighbor," Adams instructed. 
Willingly, they complied. "Say, 'Neighbor - we need each

other to keep each other free." 

Again, they listened. 

"Now, say it like you mean it!" 

Again, they spoke. 

A mantra was established. 

"The texture of your hair, the complexion of your 
skin, where you live does not predict where you will land 
or what you will be." And this is so, Adams told them, 
because people are more than just statistics. "Statistics 
cannot account for what you have already overcome for 
your success ... and what you are willing to go through 
for your success without hurting others," Adams roared - 
like he meant it. 

"You are more than and then some. Say it: T am 
not a statistic!'" 

The students woke up the entire building, "I am 
not a statistic!" 


"Statistics do not define my identity!" 

The kids said it, again, and again and they said it 
like they meant it. 

"Statistics, move outta my way!" 

And they said it, again, and they really meant it. 


again. 

The topics of diversity, equity, inclusion, justice, 
conceded Adams, "You cannot bottle it up in 45 minutes. 
It's forever a work in progress." 

By now the kids were 'LIT' - an acronym Adams 
formed using love, inclusion, and trust. 


Adams tried hard to hold each minute for as 
long as he could but with each word - Trust. Community. 
Together. Promise - the minutes fell to the ground and 
each word after was covered by the next and the next, 
as if time was a farmer and minutes were its seeds and 
the ideas that watered this new ground would keep it all 
intact while the young people shined on in the middle of 
their day over the diversity of their new garden. 

"Diversity includes me, includes us all," said 
Adams. "Diversity includes that which is not me." 

And the kids repeated it - like they meant it. 

More minutes, more words: Tolerance - Respect - 

Dignity. 

And still more words, the ones that sting; the 
ones that cause physiological responses, actual tangible 
sensations - and not just the N-word, but other words, 
too. The words that deliver pain with a delivery that 
equates violence. 

Adams left the kids with a challenge, one they 
accepted, at least they said that they would like they 
meant it. 

"Allow only love to leave your lips, even if it 
hurts," he told them. Confront those who use words to 
inflict terror and ask them why, he said. 

"There's an honesty that usually presents itself." 

Stay LIT, he challenged them. And never be 
shushed into silence. 

Then, in the words of Muhammed Ali, Adams 
said, "Repeat after me: 'I'm the greatest.' Say it like you 
mean it. 

"Say, 'Don't tell me I can't do something. Don't 
tell me it's impossible. Don't tell me I'm not the greatest 
- unapologetic for who we are, we are the present, we are 
the future, driven by love.'" 

And they said it, and they meant it.

only contested race in the April 10 Rochester Annual

candidates, "new guy in town" Mark Slabodnick, during 
a meet-the-candidates event at the Senior Center on 
Thursday, March 21. 

Slabodnick told voters about his background 
in law enforcement as a Boston Special Police Officer in 
Mattapan, Roxbury, Dorchester, and the Boston Housing 
Authority. With full powers of arrest, said Slabodnick, 
"[The position] included everything under the sun." Like 
most constables, he assisted in matters of trespassing and 
serving court documents, and even assisted in assault and 
battery with firearms incidents the Attorney General's 
Office eventually upgraded to attempted murder charges. 
"I've testified in court [on] numerous occasions," said 
Slabodnick. 

Slabodnick owns his own security company that 
supplies bodyguard security, asset protection, and bar, 
restaurant, and nightclub security. 

"I have a lot of experience in the law 
enforcement community and doing this kind of work," 
said Slabodnick, "but let's face it," he continued, "the 
constable is not the crowd's favorite. 

"Last time I checked, I am going to a house.

knocking on the door to serve somebody that is already 
having a bad day - [they] are in a bad way for whatever 
circumstances that got them to that point. I have to give 
them a piece of paper - you have to be fairly careful about 
what you do and how you do it." 

The most important point to stress, Slabodnick 
said, is that a constable's got to be respectful. 

"From watching some constables in my line of 
work in Boston - you have to be respectful of that person 
no matter what," said Slabodnick. "That person is a 
human and that person should be respected." On the 
other hand, though, he added, "You have to do your job 
safely and you have to take care of yourself, also." 

Slabodnick started building his house on Hartley 


Road in 2014 and moved to town in 2017. 

"I'm the new guy in town, so I'm running for 
constable and I would really appreciate your support," 
said Slabodnick, who is also an interior carpenter. 

For Hughes, "constabling" is what he does, and 
what he's been doing for 40 years. 

"I'll do 'no trespassings' - if you don't like the 
neighbor, you call me up," Hughes said. "I do 'repos'... 
evictions - they're not nice. ... I do all the postings for the 
town meetings, elections, planning board hearings, dog 
hearings..." 

It's what he's paid to do, he says - $11 an hour. 

"For anything that I do for the town, its $11 an 
hour," said Hughes, which is how he manages his $2.5 
million estate. "All supplied by my fees as constable." 

"He's kidding here," said emcee and Selectman 
Woody Hartley. 

Hughes is also seeking reelection to the Park 
Commission, a role he explained in more detail. 

"What I'm doing as a park commissioner ... is, we 
designate times and days that you use our fields - soccer 
fields, lacrosse fields, little league fields - all through the 
season," Hughes said. And with a town-funded budget 
of only $15,000, the commission manages to maintain 
the fields and facilities through donations and in-kind 
services from Marion field users. 

According to Hughes, all the fields are completely 
booked for the entire season, and even some games are 
doubled-up. 

The commission purchased a new pitching 
machine this year, Hughes said. "We are hoping that 
we're going to get some grants and get some money this 
year because we want to put up a shelter on a concrete 
pad with some picnic tables." 

Also running for one of the two Constable 
positions is Carolyn Pruchnik who was unable to attend 
the event. 

Board of Selectmen member Brad Morse is up 
for reelection, and aside from a few anti-establishment 
write-ins for Mickey Mouse, Morse is generally running 
unopposed.

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said to his constituents. "I think we've done a lot of really 
great things ... [and] I want to continue moving forward 
like we are." 

Morse, a selectman for 12 consecutive years, cited 
the smooth transition to the regionalized 911 service and 
the $500,000 in state-funded communications equipment 
upgrades that came with it as one of his successes in this 
his fourth term. For his fifth term, he says he will continue 
to move forward with the task to make the fire chief 
position full-time for the first time in Rochester history, 
while maintaining the financial practice of conservative 
town spending and "just keep going the way we're 
going."

TA Postpones Retirement as Finalists Drop Out

Marion's pool of town administrator candidates 
continues to evaporate and the heat is now on for the 
town to find a successor as the current town administrator 
prolongs his stay past his March 15 retirement date. 

Interviews for the two candidates for town 
administrator were canceled on March 25 after one of the 
two finalists withdrew her request for consideration for 
the position. 

Lisa Green, the assistant town administrator 
for the Town of Whitman, dropped out of the lineup on 
Monday, leaving the Board of Selectmen with just one 
candidate, Adam Wilson, the current town administrator 
of Aquinnah, a small town with a population of under 400 
residents on the island of Martha's Vineyard. 

According to about-to-retire Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson during a Tuesday follow-up with The 
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Wanderer , the appointed five-member search committee 
will reconvene on Friday, March 29, to cull through the 
resumes of the other applicants vetted by the Town's 
consultant, Bernard Lynch, whom the selectmen hired 
to assist in the search for Dawson's replacement. Having 
Wilson come all the way from the island just for the 
selectmen to hold one interview, Dawson said, wasn't 
worth the effort at this time. 

"We're going to have the search committee meet 
again and see if they can come up with anybody else that, 
perhaps, they may have overlooked," said Dawson. "My 
understanding is, the consultant is bringing in others to 
interview and that meeting will be held under executive 
session." 

Around noon on Tuesday, the Board of Selectmen 
posted a meeting for Wednesday, April 3, for 3:00 pm in 
the town administrator's office so Lynch can present the 
names and resumes of other potential candidates. Should 
one or more suitable finalist(s) be chosen, the board will 
reschedule a date to hold final interviews with Wilson 
and at least one other candidate. 

Thirty-seven expressed interest in the job back 
in February, and the search committee pared that stack 
of resumes down to a shortlist of four finalists; however, 
Dawson reported during the March 19 Board of Selectmen 
meeting that two of those finalists had withdrawn their 
names. 

Dawson announced in November that he would

chosen. 

Town Studies Possible Increases in Service Fees 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 

By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett's Board of Selectmen discussed 
the need to try and find new ways to offset expenses 
associated with providing specific services - services 
that, by and large, benefit individuals or business entities 
versus the community. 

On March 26, the selectmen and Town 
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Sunnynook Farm 
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Administrator Michael Gagne began a conversation on fees 
currently collected for services rendered and services that 
might be ripe for imposing a fee. The plan is to build in new 
fees to help offset operating costs. 

Gagne outlined the phases of construction and 
associated inspections required for building homes and 
other structures, saying, "It's very individualized." The 
services - site visits, plumbing and electrical inspections, 
and construction site inspections all require special services. 
But, beyond those expected with construction projects, there 
are other services provided by other town agencies equal in 
importance, but currently not offset by fees. 

Gagne said that he wanted to look at the 
Conservation Commission, as well as the Recreation 
Department. He continued his thought by adding that 
currently, before construction activities are permitted, a 
Request For Determination of Applicability (RDA) or a 
Notice of Intent (NOI) must be filed with the Conservation 
Commission. Of those two permits, only the NOI charges a 
fee on $100 that is then split with the Commonwealth. 

Selectman Paul Silva asked Gagne what the 
operating expenses were for the Conservation Commission, 
to which Gagne replied, "The agent and the clerk are both 
part-time, but salaries plus office expenses are $65,000." 

He said the agent spends 90-percent of her time assisting 
people with all manners of wetland-related issues. When 
asked how much money the commission currently had on 
the books Gagne said "about $5,000." 

Regarding the issue of whether or not a town could 
impose conservation fees without having a local wetlands 
bylaw, Gagne said it most likely is possible. 

"I'm having town counsel look into that, but I think 
all we have to do is have a bylaw for the fee," Gagne said. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister asked how many 
NOI s and RDAs are applied for annually, and Gagne 
said that data and data on fees charged by other cities and 
town would be discussed during the March 27 Finance 
Committee meeting. 

Silva thought, if the Building Department was 
successfully covering 80 percent or more of its operating 
costs, then that might be the goal for all town agencies 
providing services. 

"It's not right that the average person should pick 
up the costs," Silva opined. He also asked Gagne to look 
into whether or not the set NOI fee could be raised. 

Continuing on the theme of fees, Gagne said 
that while the community was the host town for many 
community-wide events, there were other events that had 
singular beneficiaries. Of this later category, he said there 
is an "exhaustive list" of organizations and individuals 
petitioning to hold events in Mattapoisett, but who do not 
pay the town a fee to do so. 

"I want to make it clear," Gagne stated, "I'm not 
talking about certain community events; but others, yes." 

During his updates, Gagne said the Fire 
Department Building Committee is on track, and the

Commission March 25 meeting with a Notice of Intent 
application for a five-lot subdivision located at 6 and 
8 Prospect Road and the construction of a private way 
named Parsons Lane. 

The scope of the proposed subdivision includes 
the movement of an existing home and the development 
of two new lots. The subdivision would also include other 
existing homes, bringing the subdivision total to five 
residences. Unclear at the present time, however, is how 
the residences would handle sanity requirements - would 
it be by tying into the municipal sewer system or by 
private septic systems? 

According to dejesus, test pits had not been dug, 
nor had any approval been sought from the Board of 
Health; those plans, he said, would be developed later 
if necessary As of now, no meeting with the Water and 
Sewer Commission has been set. 

With so much still undecided. Chairman Mike 
King asked, "We're kind of in a Catch-22 situation - how 
can we approve a plan we don't know?" 

The property in question currently held two 
sewer betterments, so a plan to tie all five homes was 
viable, stated dejesus. But, absent any conclusion from the 
Water & Sewer Department, no further plans were in play. 

King said, given that the issue of sewer capacity 
is not a sure thing, the Water & Sewer Commission would 
approve new services. Furthermore, the conceptual plans 
have not received any comments from the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection and, said King, 
although he thinks the overall project is a good one, 
without fully crafted plans for the sanity needs of the 
residences, the commission couldn't render a decision 
on what was being presented, namely stormwater 
management designs. 

Snow came forward saying he had "just wanted 
to talk" about the project and receive feedback from the 
commission; he hadn't anticipated receiving conditioning 
on this night. 

Regarding the stormwater management system 
dejesus put forward, the commission found no issues, 
with King saying that a detention pond on the site was a 
good plan for allowing water to recharge slowly into the 
ground. 

"I walk down that way and it is notoriously wet," 
said King. 

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham asked 
that the commission consider hiring a peer review 
consultant, and dejesus said that the Planning Board had 
already hired one. The Planning Board will meet with 
Snow during its April 1 meeting. 

The commission continued Snow's discussion 
until April 15. 

Also coming before the board was Mike 
Huguenin of the Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) with 
a Request For Determination of Applicability for the 
Hammond Quarry property located off Mattapoisett Neck 
Road. 
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The MLT had waited months for clearance from 
the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife 
regarding the presence of endangered species. The MLT 
plans to construct a walking trail through the parcel, 
remove fallen trees, and install 80 to 160 feet of 'bog 
boards' across sections of standing water or deep mud. 

A letter dated March 13 from the Division 
approved of the project so long as the MLT followed 
certain conditions including the use of hand tools 
exclusively, the installation of turtle protection in the 
proposed parking area, and if work was to occur between 
July 2 and April 14 at any time in the future, the applicant 
would file a turtle protection plan and that the plan 
would be prepared by a qualified biologist. Furthermore, 
any plants used for restoration must be of a native variety. 

The project received a Negative 3 determination 
from the commission, allowing the project to move 
forward. 

Wetlands located a bit further down Mattapoisett 
Neck Road were discussed earlier in the evening when 
Joe Costa of the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program 
came before the commission with an RDA for a multi-year 
study of marshlands. Costa described the study, which 
will include the installation of sighting poles along the 
marsh. 

"We want to determine what is happening with 
the saltmarsh," Costa said, adding that crab species and 
other wildlife would be studied and recorded as well. 

Costa said the area has already experienced the 
impact of sea levels rising. 

The project received a Negative 3 determination. 

The commission approved the Notice of Intent 
for Timothy Soule, 9 Central Drive, for the construction 
of a new home, while one filed by Paula Coffey, 64 Shore 
Drive, was continued until April 15 pending complete 
engineered drawings of the foundation of the proposed 
new home. 

Howard Rottler, 23 Channel Street, received RDA 
approval for the construction of a wheelchair lift, and 
Jeffrey Roberts, 5 Woodlawn Avenue, was approved for 
the renovation of a deck. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
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Conservation Commission is scheduled for April 15 at 
6:30 pm in the Town Hall conference room. 

ConCom Leery of Motive for Restoration 
Alternative 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Some Rochester Conservation Commission 
members think Jose Arujo is just trying to save money, 
while another commented that Arujo's plan to make good 
for illegally clearing trees at the old Boy Scout camp is 
disingenuous. Still, if you set aside the initial aversion to 
Arujo's proposal to put 5.3 acres under a conservation 
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easement in lieu of cramming hundreds of trees in the 
restoration plan, the commission has an opportunity to 
preserve some environmentally-sensitive land, advised 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. 

After identifying yet another 60 trees that Arujo 
cleared in and around the wetlands without a permit, 
engineer Rick Charon determined there was no more 
room for more trees, given that Arujo's restoration 
plan already includes 150 trees and 200 shrubs with its 
mitigation ratio of 4:1. Furthermore, Charon said, "It'll be 
very difficult to execute. It's very difficult to water these 
things." 

On March 19, he introduced a last-minute 
alternative that includes a conservation easement that 
Charon says will restrict future encroachment of the 
shoreline of Leonard's Pond, in exchange for fewer tree 
plantings. 

On the 24 acres of land at 15 Elizabeth Drive, half 
of the 40,000 square feet where the trees were cut are in 
the wetlands buffer zone, and 5,000 of those square feet 
are within the 25-foot no-disturb zone. Charon said Arujo 
will replant the trees and shrubs from the original plan 
and also extend the wetlands buffer zone out farther to 
include two isolated bodies of water identified as possible 
vernal pools, preserving a total of 5.3 acres in perpetuity. 
One acre that was cleared would be loamed and seeded - 
clover, most likely, Charon said. 

"[This is] a three-part proposal," said Charon. 
"Rather than planting hundreds of trees ... it does 
something that's probably a lot better - it preserves this 
area ... of shoreline along Leonard's Pond ... and prevent 
any future development. We think, long-term, it's a better 
solution." 

Charon continued, "At this point here, we're 
trying to see if we should continue on this planting plan, 
which is beginning to look more and more unachievable 
and impossible to execute properly, and [replace it with] 
something that takes and preserves what really is the 
natural part of this lot." 

On the 5.3 acres, Arujo would allow walking trails 
for future owners of the property to use, but the easement 
would not allow for public use; rather, the easement 
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would be attached to the property deed and remain under 
the ownership of the individual. 

"I think it's something which, if the commission 
had money to buy this property several years ago, [you] 
probably would've been happy to do something with the 
whole area, perhaps," Charon said. "But you have the 
opportunity to grab half of this and put some control over 
it and block something away for the town for the future." 

The easement would preserve the shoreline 
Charon said would otherwise be "nibbled away" over the 
years by development. 

Commission member Daniel Gagne wasn't 
impressed. 

"That's not very valuable land to be doing 
that in anyways (sic)," said Gagne. "I mean, putting a 
conservation restriction on something that really couldn't 
be used for building much is not too much of our concern. 
It's in the buffer zone," Gagne said. "It would be very 
difficult to get anything built in there anyways (sic)." 

But, according to Charon, Arujo could indeed 
develop parts of said area and create access to the pond 
front. 

"To me, it's a nice opportunity to [establish] 
pristine land control," said Charon. 

"I don't know if that's pristine in the area where 
he (Arujo) drove through and was knocking down trees 
left and right," Gagne countered as Chairman Michael 
Conway next to him smiled, amused. 
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And as for "protecting" the pristine land, 
commission member Chris Gerrior pointed out, "There 
was protection. The whole reason why you're here is 
there was protection on it, so saying that this is gonna 
give it protection?" Gerrior continued, "You keep on 
saying that it's not physically possible to put trees," but 
Arujo is proposing a house inside where he cleared, he 
said. "It's disingenuous to say that there is no room when 
there is room." 

"Do you want retribution, or do you want to put 
something in protected status?" asked Charon. 

"If you're gonna present something to the board 
and you're gonna say you don't physically have the room 
to put stuff, then you should physically not have room to 
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put stuff, not have the room to put stuff," said Gerrior. 

Charon suggested, had Gerrior sat in on a 
meeting when this was discussed, he would better 
understand the situation. But Charon conceded that Arujo 
could add an additional 25 trees, if needed. 

"So there is some room to put trees," said Gerrior 
unrelenting. 

Yes, Charon agreed, but why would the 
commission want Arujo to plant trees in an area where he 
will later propose removing to develop the land? 

Farinon asked the commission to pause, as 
perhaps the commission wasn't seeing the proverbial 
forest for the trees. 

Conservation easements such as this might not 
be as common as other easements, she explained, but the 
ConCom can stipulate what can and cannot occur on the 
5.3 acres if it adopts the idea. 

"This [easement] is in perpetuity, so it's going to 
outlive all of us, which is kind of an interesting proposal," 
said Farinon. "This is something that'll be attached to the 
deed." 

She continued, "It really is a unique area, as far 
as having this area of bordering vegetative wetlands 
adjacent to the pond. 

Farinon suspects that those two small isolated 
pools are likely certifiable vernal pools, she said, but being 
outside the 100-foot buffer zone and smaller than 5,000 
square feet, they aren't fully protected. 
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"My ears perked up because of the opportunity 
to protect a nice area ... along the pond, wildlife habitat, 
and a couple of areas that are beyond this commission's 
jurisdiction," Farinon said. "This is truly something that 
he's giving up," since Arujo could indeed add more 
houses there. 

"We have to think beyond the present owner to 
future owners," said Farinon. "People are gonna want to 
get to that area; they are within their rights to apply to 
do something within 25 feet, so there is a good amount of 
potential useable area within this ... area, including the 
potential to protect two probable vernal pools that would 
fall outside the loophole of our jurisdiction." 

Conway said he wouldn't approve a restoration 
plan in principle without a formal proposal, and Gagne 
joined him in steadfast resistance. 

"This [easement] is not something that a town can 
ask an applicant to do," said Charon. "I know it got under 
your skin that he cut those trees - nobody likes to see that, 
but I think you have to move beyond that if you can." 

Commission member Maggie Payne said she 
could support a plan like this, but Charon was reluctant to 
submit a finished plan and waste any time preparing one 
if the commission refused to consider it. 

"Mr. Arujo wants to redeem himself," said 
Charon. "He's made ... an offer that is a worthy offer." 

"And he's gonna leave himself a nice wide 
open yard area that he's already cleared without our 
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permission," Gagne interjected, "and he's concerned that 
planting all these trees is going to be extremely costly and 
loam and seed is going to be considerably less expensive, 
and abandoning this piece of property to be no longer 
used ... but is not that much usable land, is gonna save 
him a bunch of money on trees." 

"You get to a certain point where people ... begin 
to think of other remedies," explained Charon, adding 
that if it went to court, the judge might ask why the 
ConCom refused the deal. 

"How can you defend turning that down to 
plant trees in an area that can be cut by a future owner?" 
Charon said. "How do you defend that? To me, that's 
indefensible and I don't think it's in the interest of the 
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town. I'm a town resident," he said, "So I'll say that if I 
was from Mattapoisett, I would shut my mouth on that 
issue, but I'm a Rochester guy." 

Cutting off Charon, Conway said, "By the time it 
gets through Superior Court, we'll be old and gray." 

"He (Arujo) won't spend any money on this 
though," said Charon calmly, "he'll spend it on the 
attorneys - you won't have your trees. That's how these 
things get ugly. 

"He's trying to make a good faith concession," 
Charon stated. 

Conway proposed a motion that, "in principle," 
the commission would entertain the proposal only 
when there is a "full-blown" restoration plan - "But that 
doesn't guarantee that the commission will vote for the 
restoration plan." 

"That's fine," said Charon, "we want to pursue 

that." 

"He can then present it to us to see whether or not 
we like it," said Conway. 

After Charon left, Farinon said she would 
investigate the two pools, but, again, cautioned the 


commission. 


"It's important to note that it won't be certified 
if it's not within a jurisdictional area," she said. "That's 
why you need to understand this proposal. It's outside of 
a buffer zone area, they're not 5,000 square feet in size - 
they're not protectable as they are right now." 
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Still balking, Gagne said the commission should 
stop considering last-minute additions and changes to 
plans that aren't submitted by the 4:00 pm deadline the 
Wednesday prior to the meeting. 

Conway agreed, adding that the ConCom also 
reserves the right to deny a request for a continuance. 

"If the paperwork is not there to review in 
advance, it won't be discussed," said Conway. 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
a Negative Determination for Matthew Demanche's 
after-the-fact Request for Determination of Applicability 
for a 900 square-foot paved basketball court that was 
constructed three years prior at 4 Sparrow Lane. 

The basketball court was built within the 100-foot 
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buffer zone, according to the 1999 wetlands delineation. 
Demanche, however, said when the basketball court was 
built, there were no wetlands to be seen. 

"The wetlands ... [appear] to be very outdated 
and, to be quite frank. I'd like to understand a little bit 
about that and how often conservation goes out to the 
properties, surveys it, [and] readjusts different things," 
said Demanche. "There is no wetland back there. I 
understand it's classified as that -1 apologize that the 
basketball court went in. I'm looking at, obviously, just 
closing it out because the structure is there." 

Farinon replied, "I would agree with the 
assessment that the wetland looks like it's changed over 
time." 

Demanche's request for a certificate of compliance 
will be addressed at the April 2 meeting. 

The Certificate of Compliance request for Decas 
Real Estate Trust, 15 Cranberry Highway, was continued 
until May 21 at the request of the applicant to allow for 
the construction of drainage improvements. 

The Notice of Intent hearing for Sofia Darras, 565 
Rounseville Road, to install a new drainage system to 
comply with stormwater standards was continued until 
April 2 at the request of the applicant.

renting the property, but sought legal counsel to figure 
out if a plan could be formulated that abutters. Town Hall, 
and the property owners could all agree upon.

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agreement, no boats or trailers, and that a local property 
manager would be engaged. 

Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola 
said this wasn't a matter of right - the property owners 
were not automatically allowed to rent the property out 
for income, according to the bylaw.

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Road Rash

Dragged Across Concrete. Starring Mel Gibson and 
Vince Vaughn. Directed by S. Craig Zahler. Running 
time: 159 minutes. MPAA rating: R. In limited theatrical 
release and on streaming platforms. 

Can a noir film be two-thirds noir? If so, welcome 
to Dragged Across Concrete , the third movie and second 
noir by writer-director S. Craig Zahler ( Bone Tomahawk , 
Brawl in Cell Block 99). This film is a bit more realistic — 
which is to say less baroquely pulpy and gory — than 
Zahler's earlier efforts, but it's similarly concerned with 
holding toxic masculinity up to the cold morning light. 
Why should Zahler explicitly condemn the retro notions 
some of its characters express? He trusts us to know those 
ideas are racist, sexist, homophobic. Zahler's project, 
in movies anyway (he also writes novels), is to take 
blinkered, limited (white) men and allow them enough 
time to show us their humanity as well as their limits. 

We may not "like" them (as if drama were a popularity 
contest) but we understand them. 

Before I get into the mainstream of the plot. I'd 
like to detour, much as Zahler does about an hour-twenty 
into the film, and consider a minor character whose 
presence in the narrative is not immediately clear. She is 
a new mother, torn apart inside at the thought of ending 
her maternal leave and returning to work. She is played 
by Jennifer Carpenter, who always seems on the verge of 
an epic ugly-cry, and she eventually tears herself away 
from her baby and goes back to work — at a bank that 
houses gold bullion that has attracted the attention of 
some armed robbers. Aside from giving some backstory 
to this woman, and therefore audience sympathy, before 
she is placed in danger, Zahler uses her to explain why 
things happen as they do during the robbery. What she 
says at the end of her scene prefigures what others will 
say later. A sock, a ring, a new apartment: it's all for the 
family, or for the hope of one. Your morality depends on 
what you ask for when you think your time is up. 

Mel Gibson is top-billed as Detective Ridgeman, 
a dyspeptic and brutal cop, and he's very fine here, as 
he often has been. He gives Ridgeman an exhausted 
awareness of his own barbaric stink; he's "scuffed the 
pavement too long," as his boss (Don Johnson) says. 
Ridgeman's partner is the younger, snarkier Lurasetti 
(Vince Vaughn), who denies his racism — his girlfriend 
(Tattiawna Jones) is black — but being decent to one 
person of color doesn't mean you're going to behave 
likewise towards the many other such people you run 
across in the line of duty, and those in the enforcement 
and correctional fields often see people at their worst. 
These two are suspended following Ridgeman's too- 



rough handling of a drug dealer — it's been recorded and 
will hit the evening news. They need money, and when 
Ridgeman starts tailing a non-local crime bigwig (Thomas 
Kretschmann) to see if there'll be any ill-gotten gains in it 
for him, Lurasetti joins him. In a separate thread, ex-con 
Henry Johns (Tory Kittles) signs up as a driver for the 
same bank robbers associated with the bigwig. Eventually 
Henry, Ridgeman and Lurasetti face each other across the 
concrete of a junkyard. 

Despite the marquee value of the two white guys, 
a good case could be made that the true protagonist of 
Dragged Across Concrete is Henry. His motives in attaching 
himself to the bank robbery are more poignant and 
urgent than those of Ridgeman or Lurasetti, whose tragic 
flaws are their unquestioned prejudices. That this film is 
being called racist, or even right-wing, is laughable; like 
Zahler's other movies, it exists beyond politics in a gray 
area where art and reality reside. Zahler gets top-shelf 
performances from Gibson, Vaughn (again), and Kittles, 
with another fun drop-in from Udo Kier. The scenes are 
protracted and talky without being in the slightest boring. 
Quirks and revelations crop up in the long dialogue 
passages. We spend a full minute looking at Vince Vaughn 
devouring a sandwich while Mel Gibson stoically endures 
the smacking sounds and the stench. The timing is dead- 
bang; a second longer or shorter and the joke would be 
lost. 

Maybe one of the ruder, subtler jokes in the movie 
is that the rules of noir only apply to the white men, 
perhaps because the black character's life thus far has 
been quite noir enough (in the classical sense meaning 
a world-weary fatalism). Henry's final moments in the 
movie evoke a dream of literal whiteness — the walls, 
the decor. Henry's character arc suggests not a corrective 
to racism but an acknowledgment that racism can be a 
tool a smart black guy can use against its wielders. As 
Henry says, "It's good to be underestimated." In Zahler's 
cinematic world so far, men are trapped by the white- 
knight-like obligation they think they have to women, and 
women are trapped by the same, in the name of protection 
and provision. Zahler throws in racial / cultural tensions 
for good measure. One movie can't resolve the issues 
Zahler pokes around in; a thousand movies couldn't. But I 
look forward to continuing to watch Zahler try. 
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approved the stormwater management systems, clearing 
the way for the plan to be heard by the ZBA and the 
Planning Board.

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February 26 when it said it was done beating around the 
fallen bushes and voted to revoke the landscaping surety 
for incomplete work at the solar farm on Snipatuit Road. 
Exactly one month later on March 26, the board took that 
vote and rescinded it, satisfied that solar developer IGS 
Solar finally rebuilt a fallen portion of the perimeter fence 
and is replanting a number of trees and shrubs that fell 
during a recent windstorm. 

The fence. Town Planner Steve Starrett said, was 
repaired "as well as, I suppose, that it could," but the trees 
and some further cleanup is still underway. "But they 
should be able to do that soon," said Starrett, mentioning 
specifically seven trees that the board ordered must be 
straightened or replaced by May 1. 

"That should give them enough time," said 
Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson. 

The vote to rescind was unanimous. 

Earlier in the meeting, the two top agenda items 
were both immediately set aside with requests from 
both applicants for continuances, so the board issued its 
decision of approval for the day care renovation project at 
15 Cranberry Highway. 

Johnson called the vote to approve "a fun thing 
we do every so often," and confirmed that there were 
only two minor changes made to the plan since the last 
meeting, which the board requested. 

"Congratulations," Johnson said to the applicant. 
"Good luck over there."

proven top-of the-order talent at the varsity level; Littles 
was the team's ace and could hit, as Murray did, as well. 

That means two things to Old Colony coach 
Brandon Mendez: more opportunities for newcomers and 
hammering home the little things. 

Now the little things have been part of the 
Cougars' approach so long as Mendez has been at the 
helm. Most of all, the Cougars tend to wreak havoc on 
the bases. Last year, they stole 86 bases as a team. Kirby 
led the group with 23, but Old Colony has Hannah 
L'Heureux and Allyson Pompeo back, who stole 22 and 
20 in 2018, respectively.
